Enclosed are eight copies of an FD-302 relating 
to interview of MILES when he voluntarily appeared at the 
^ Detroit Office on 11/18/70. MILES was interviewed by only 

one Agent as due to his unscheduled appearance second Agent 
knowledgeable concerning the UKA in Michigan was not available. 

MILES was cordial, cooperative to a point and stated 
I cN that the Michigan Klan had nothing to hide, except he felt by 
£ 5| disclosing the membership would place a hardship on members 

'njjjiSSK pertaining to employment. MILES hinted fflfet he thought fche 

ri $ loss of his insurance job was initiated by the FBI as a form 
1|J of harassment. 

13 j No attempt was made to develop MILES as an informant^ 

gf&Sf but he advised that he had two reasons for not cooperating / 

with the FBI: [

1. He was resigning from the UKA as of 1/1/71, to 
age be able to obtain gainful employment, which is now denied him 

due to all the publicity. 

2. He does n 0 f"bonsider cooperation with the FBI 
permanent enough to guarantee that he would not be : terminated 
with a change of administration (not further explained).

MILES advised that he had been at the national 
convention of the American Independent Party (AIF) at Memphis# 
Tennessee# held November 13-15# 1970. 


MILES advised that GEORGE C. WALLACE# Governor of 
Alabama# was the keynote speaker# but did not give any 
indication of what his plans were for 1972. MILES stated that 
without WALLACE to take an active leadership role in the AIP# 
he felt that the party would be eliminated and WALLACE gave 
no indication of fulfilling this role.

MILES advised that he was resigning his position as 
Grand Dragon of the United Elans of America in Michigan as of 
January 1# 1971. n© advised that Klen membership in Michigan 
was insufficient to support his family and him full time as 
finances were so low that the Klan barely met Its operating 
needs each month, tie stated that the publicity he receives 
as Grand Dragon is a deterrent in his seeking employment as 
the stigma of the Rian is such that employers are afraid to 
hire him. He stated he felt the investigation of him during 
his prior employment in the insurance field led to his being 
dismissed. 


MILES advised that bis plan for the OKA was to make 
the Klan open to the public# such as a poor man's club# oo that 
individuals could associate with others who share their like 
theories and philosophies. lie advised that be held open 
rallies and meetings throughout the State of Michigan so that 
people could sgc and learn Klan history and its rituals and 
to throw away the old impression that the Rlait was something to 
fear an practiced subversion. MILES advised that he would 
have eventually done away with the armed guards who furnish 
the security to these activities# as the guards tend to 
furnish people with the wrong ideas.

MILES advised that he has appeared before numerous 
school groups to explain Klan history and its functions. 

He stated he does not believe in distributing hate literature 
and that the Klan is the victim of some individuals using 
the Klan for this purpose. He advised that he has banished 
from membership individuals who advocate this practice. 

MILES advised that Klein membership should remain 
anonymous at this time due to the hardship that the individual 
might have in employment and associations. MILES stated he 
believes his program is entirely above ground and has no 
subversive or underground stigma. He stated any question 
concerning the Klan can be obtained through the relationship 
of cooperating with law and order. He does not consider the 
membership to be a threat to the country and that he believes 
the FBI has sufficient coverage within the Klan to assure 
them of continuing information.

With regard to the letter to you iron captioned 
individual dated January 1, 1971, copy attached, which was 
furnished to me by Form G-1J dated January 11, 1971, the 
following is set forth fpr your information and assistance 


Robert JSdwareLMiles is a white male American born 
January 28, 1925, at Bridgeport, Connecticut, who served in 
the United States Navy from March 29, 1942, until January 30 
1947. Qe was a disciplinary problem to the Navy and on the 
latter date received a bad conduct discharge. The Navy 1 
considered Miles a neurotic, impetuous, rationalizing indi¬ 
vidual of above-average intelligence who was deficient in 
motivation for the service, unfit for restoration and classi 
fled him as having psychoneurotic traitG. On October 13, 
1947, he appeared at the New York Office of this Bureau and 
advised he joined the Communist Party after he was dishon¬ 
orably discharged from the United States Navy principally 
because he was antagonistic to the Navy. 


Miles has been the Grand Dragon (highest Xian 
official in the state). Realm of Michigan, United Klans of 
.America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Elan, since August 16, 
1969. He is also active in the American Independent Party 
and was this Party's unsuccessful candidate for Secretary of 
State in Michigan in November, 1970. He was employed for 
eleven years as Branch Manager for the Potomac Pennsylvania 
General Insurance Company in Detroit, Michigan. His employ¬ 
ment with this company was terminated in February, 1970, 
^because of the unfavorable publicity he received as a result 
of his Klan activities. Since then, he has been engaged full 
time in his capacity as a Klan,leader. /

Miles has been interviewed on three occasions 
by Special Agents of our Detroit Office. On the last of 
these occasions, November IS, 1970, he appeared voluntarily 
and advised he was going to resign from the United Elans of 
America as of January 1, 1971, in order to obtain gainful 
employment. Be was cordial, cooperative to a point and 
stated that the Elan in Michigan had nothing to hide. Miles 
said that if he identified Elan members it would place a 
hardship on employment opportunities for them. 

The Michigan realm of the united Elans of America 
maintains no formal headquarters In the State of Michigan. 
Miles resides at 10587 Byron Road, Route #4, Howell, 
Michigan, and uses his residence as headquarters. Post 
Office Box 124, Dearborn, Michigan, is used as a mailing 
address for the Michigan Realm. This group is subordinate 
to the National Headquarters of the united Elans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Eu Klux Elan, in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
whichlge headed by Imperial Wizard Robert M. Shelton. The 
Michigan Realm has the same aims and objectives of the 
national organization; the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races.

Recognizing your interest in expense controls and in obtaining a 
maximum operating efficiency from personnel and programs under your own, 
jurisdiction* the below observations are comments^are forwarded for^ 
whatever value they may be in objective studies on your part. / 

These observations have been drawn from our own members exp J. ..,,w 
ln this State of Michigan only. The background to the organizational 
activities should be understood in the llgfeft of its pertaining to the 
Michigan Klan only. 


HISTORY 


The UKA in Michigan has existed for some six years and has been 
basically a fraternal association* drawing most of its members 
from persons of Southern origin. It has never violated the civil 
rights of any other person or group* nor^advoeating such violatlor 
organizationally. It has not been charged, with any criminal 
Intent nor act during the period neted. Fer that matter* 

Ku Klux movement under this or any other organizational name* has 
been free of criminal charge for almost 36 years-In Michigan.-

f together persons of white racial heritage* who are basically

(continued) establishment of separate all-Black communities In 
the Carolines, so should whites be similarly permitted to group. 

The programs Include recognition of the option for whites and 
Blacks to form lntegrational communities. However, since by the 
various reports of the Kerner Commission etc., there are over 
30,000,000 whites opposed on religious and moral grounds to this 
race mixing drive, the Klan simply asks that equal time and equal 
freedom be granted, within the law, for exercise and promotion 
of this view of voluntary apartness wherever local communities 
and citizens so desire. 

- Over 100 public ritual ceremonies were held in Michigan during 
1970 by the organization. The purpose was to acquaint the public 
with a part of recreated history, and to dispell the fears that 
movies and sensationalist writers have created' about the Klan, 

Since Ignorance breeds fear, and fear breeds violence, the effect 
of these rituals has been positive. Black and white citizens In 
Michigan can now recognize that ritual work, even on the part of 
unpopular and stereotyped organizations, Is that and nothing more. 

Political activities of peoples left completely out of the usual 
stream of election activities had? been increased. We have taken 
citizens who have been totally neglected, miserably overlooked, 
and shown them the possible ways and means of exercising their 
voices In determining their own future through exercise of basic 
precinct activity. While the Black was being glamorized into a 
cause celebre for every do-gooder, the poor white Mountaineer 
In this State of Michigan was shunned and despised. Frustration 
from this type of treatment can be even more volatile in a proud 
people than In a people for whom pride must be artificially built. 

Our organization used the 1968-1970 elections to show that voices 
can be heard, within the law, when people group and organize, 
within the law, 

- The organization draws its leadership from a variety of peoples, 
mostly middle to lower middle Income groups. The Southern flavour 

of the organization has been gradually changing to mostly leadership 
by peoples of Northern birth and heritage. Since to be white and toa 
publicly state your Intention to perpetuate your own race. Is now 1 
consldred being "out of the mainstream", it should come as no 1 

surprise that the new leadership will continue to broaden in the \ 
areas of the North. 




The above Is offered for use In understanding our observations and our 
evaluations. Since we have taken a public position organizationally, and since 
we forswore violence as not merely unethical or immoral but self-destructive 
as well, we must look upon the activities of certain surveillance programs, as 
amusing, irritating at times, and generally wasteful of the governments time, 
personnel and funds. To spend 1600 manhours per year in the State of Michigan 
!on an organization operating a6 our has and plans to continue to , Indicates 
either a surplus of agents In the FBI in Michigan, or lack of adequate work 
planning on someone's part. 

The numerical sequence of the observations Is by chance not by weight, 

I Each situation can be verified through examination of your own agents reports 
and has been so verified by by our own people in checking out the FBI contact 
9 reported to us In each case.

EVALUATIONS AND OBSERVATIONS 

1, Appearances Generally, well dressed, neat and not overly groomed. 

Intelligent appearing, stand out as obvious agents or 
| possibly Insurance salesmen. Might aid In reducing 
' Identification to all neighbors and co-workers if they 
carried briefcases. Definite shortage of minority type 
I agents obvious. Would be interesting to see reactions 
of members, suspected members and your own department 
If you used Blacks for such contacts. 

All descrltpions received of your agents indicate that 
they are good public Images of the Bureau. 

2. VEHICLES o Amazing variety noted In use at both house calls and 

I factory calls. Trailing activities are apparently Intentional! 
obvious which does increase the sport of the thing, I suppose. 
Your trunk antennae stand out on the new cars due to the slopes 
styling on rear of cars. Heavy usage of Oldsmoblle seems rathe 
ostentatious. Volkswagons have better mileage and might even 
be less conspicuous. Distances kept usually safe but rather 
heavy footed agents at times. Usually well washed autos used. 

Observations on US 23, south of 194, during one of our Monroe 
Public Cross Lightings, noted during rain, high speed and 
cutting In and out of traffic on freeway in rather dangerous 
manner. Since agents are as hard to replace as godd drivers, _ 
this type of vehicle operation umisa. 

On public affairs. If you wish, we could merely pick up your 
agents in caravan, reducing necessity for above hazards, thus 
saving everyone time and problems. 

3. Residential Contacts - Usually preceded 0 (by all means not always howeoe^, 

by telephone calls. Again, neighbors usually guess that police 
agents are calling. Quite obvious Id showing Identification. 
Upsets some of the members wives but not too many. Usually—^ 
makes a woman more determined, and even have become members 1 
where they were not before. Again, well dressed and neat. 1

Approach rather standardized but exceptions noted. Had complai 
from non-member who called about gun toting, coatless agents 
who paraded their holsters for neighbors to see. Assueqd the - 
caller that this was an exception to your agents and probably 
too hot a day. Even so, poor appearance and intimidation by 
presence of firearm usually hardens attitudes against FBI 
and makes converts where none existed before the call. 

Usual approach "What is a nice girl like you doing In a place 
like this" doesn't work as well today as yesterday. Should be 
varied with something like "Xsn't the government capable of 
taking care of Black terrorists in your child's school?" or 
sentiments such as that. Keep in mind if the kids were safe 
in the schools where Integration is being tried, half of the 
Klan could disband and forget about their objections to the 
Integration programs. 


3 t Residential Contacts - (continued) Recent approach has been to emphasize 

lack of fear on part of the Blacks about the Klan. 
Since the Intent of the FBI agent Is to obtain information, and 
not to agitate or provoke violence, this is a stupid approach. 
People attracted to the Klan are there to be active on behalf 
of their beliefs - and we try to show them how to be active 
with all the tools of pqphology and political action within 
the law. This approach being used could easily stimulate a 
less disciplined member to prove that they, the Blacks, are 
well aware of the history allegedly created by so-called Klans, 
Your agents know that the Klan is a symbol of white resistance 
to Blacks - and so do the Blacks. If the resistance which exists 
In most of white America is to be recognized and accepted as 
an existing condition, not necessarily violent or aggressive, 
it will do more to eliminate frustrations which build fear which 
build violence, than anything else. 


' Gossip bearing agents are becoming more interesting as the days 
go by. Usually, in the instances noted, their Information is 
I upside down and Inside out of what the fact* are. The members 
contacted vary in reactions, as with all people. Some believe 
and some question, while most reject compfetely. Since the FBI 
^protests that it is for investigative purposes only, why would 
\\they utilize this form of Intimidation and disruption when the 
jorganizatlon Is attempting to lift the necessity for secrecy 
by public programs and appearances within the law? Or, would 
you prefer that it bury itself deep In the wodds ? As with a 
plant, that which grows in the suns&lne can either prosper or 
run Its cycle without usually being a poison producing plant. 
Plants which grow In the darkness and shadows usually are 
typical of bellddonna and the toadstools. This aspect of the 
contacts is Irritating but easily coped with through better 
Indoctrination of our new members as to the fact that gossip 
is usually imparted since the agents apparently do not have enou< 
work on their schedules. Everyone knows that gossip Is the 
product of the Idle mind, the Devil's workshop.

agents call at the place of employment of some member, new or 
old, for Information. That member might be a moderate In both 
thought and action. Then, due to the call, he is fired or 
harassed at work by either or both managment, union and fellow 
employees. Your agent goes home knowing that he has done a 
good job for his country. He has now converted a moderate Into *~ 
a true radical. He may have even changed a non-violent person 
Into one for whom violence has lost Its objectivity. If you 
are really lobklng for information, do you really believe that 
you will obtain cooperation through this type of harassment ? 


The best example was my ojvw. The Klan was simply a padtime 
fraternal association involved In no widespread activities in 
Michigan until 1970. Thanks to a progressive corporation for 
whom tolerance was a slogan, but for &om tolerance was not a 
practice, and thanks to Inquiries from the FBI - I was forced 
out. Unable to find employment, the only route left oppn was 
total committment to a crusdde against such intolerance. The 
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4, EMPLOYMENT CONTACTS - (Continued) net result was not a gain for the 
program of diluting Han Influence and activity* It was, 
instead, a conversion from a parttime organization into a 
fulltime effort. From belief and Interchange of thoughts, 
into a drive to expand and to Influence en masse. Beautiful 
example of what President Nixon refers to as "Counterproduct* 
ivity". 

Employment calls are heavy handed, hurt the transquility of 
area more than Klan recruitment. In some cases, the reaction 
of personnel and management contacted during the course of 
such calls, has produced greater sympathy for the Klan. 

The contact is irritating for me since it means that we must 
drive the Klan membership into greater secrecy In order to 
protect their employment. Not because the Klan is planning — 
violence or illegal actions, but simply because the Klan has 
a viewpoint, certain beliefs, which are not held by the Federal 
Government. Secrecy Is not the path, in Michigan, that we 
intended to take. However, until the public is educated to 
the realities of Klan positions, and certain stereotypes are 
exposed for what they basically are * myths, we can not 
endanger the people who come to as, in honesty and with 
a belief in a legal way to express their opinions. So, if the 
harassment at employment level is worth the results * which 
will mean creating greater secrecy and greater underground 
structure (simply to practice our beliefs and perpetuate our 
concept of race) * then, the FBI has bought Its own workload. 

I have no doubt that you will be able to detect who are and 
who are not members -* but, it will mean many work hours and 
more expense. That Is the product of the employment harassment. 
The open members and the fulltime members of the Klan will 
Increase but, then, so will the ones you know nothing about 
until a man or woman ceases to be fired because of his belief 
or because he was harassed by FBI agents'at his place of work. 


5. Informers 


This must be one of the most distasteful activities in which the 
average citizen finds the FBI. Informers, like ladles of the nigh 
are loyal and true as long as the price is right. If the price-is 
based on the exotic nature of the Information, then an Informer 
must Indeed be fitted with an imagination to earn his pay. And, 
unfortunately, an Informer who depends upon FBI chits may also 
find it to his advantage, unbeknownst to the FBI, to create 
situations and events which justify his pay even where such 
events where his own design,, 


We have our share of these. We have Isolated some who are inside, 
contacted by your agents. We have others whose source of material 
must be drawn from the movies since we never see them at meetings 
Whatever expense they create, must be hardly worth the effort. 
What criminal act have they disclosed ? What worthy personages 
have they brought to be added to your suspect lists ? 

It is always flattering to be thought of as being valuable on the 
payroll of any corporation, especially one as esteemed as the FBI 
However, informers are a poor substitute for honest relationships 
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6. MINUTEMEN ° A continual obsession among many FBI agents Is the group of 

people called members of the Minutemen* We have people who 
& were, or even may still be, Minutemen. We also have Blrchers, 

Republicans, Democrats, unionists. Technocrats and a variety 
ARMS of ex-memberships represented* Yet, the usual questions to a 

member revolve about the Minutemen* 

If you would; put out a brochure that explains why you fear 
any group whose aim Is to train people to defend themselves » 
when and If the United States government finds itself 
incapable of such protection* Certainly, with the mounting 
assaults on police officers, the deterioration In police 
morale, the deterioration in morale in the Armed Forces, 
the possibility of the government being incapable of such 
defense is not altogether beyond the possibility of occurring 
in the future. Is it ? “ 

However, to put your minds at rest. We are not affiliated nor 
desirous of affiliating with any other group. Arms are not 
our bag of tricks* There are too many weapons of the mind and 
the law that have not been utilized correctly by our people 
to bother with Inviting police action against ourselves* 

We oppose gun registration since guns are part of the mystic 
of America, like it or not* Criminals will always find the 
ways and means of obtaining firearms even if you picked up 
all the arms of the honest citizenry* They would probably 
simply buy them from the police where police conditions were 
adverse* The only ones who will ever turn In their guns will ' 
be the citizens In whose hands the guns were never a peril in 
the first place* 

We recommend that every family have a shotgun and rifle to 
protect his home, to engage In safe hunting and to maintain 
his skill through regular rifle clubs. Amassing such items 
Is discouraged since It siphons off funds which could be 
better utilized In leaflets, booklets and weapons of the 
mind* Arsenals are combs of honey which draw federal and 
oftimes, criminal, bees. We train our people, or are trying— 
to train them, to know where the Black Panthers, the SDS, 

Rose 4 and similar anti-government groups are storing their 
arms* Then, should the unfortunate occasion ever arise, 
the arms would be there for the taking* It would be nice if 
the FBI, or police agencies, could use such Information 
themselves coca ss Iona lly, It might even save the loss of some 
police officers in 1971. 

7. NAZI PARTY « | Recently Inquiries regarding Nazis have been cropping up In 

f FBI questioning* I seriously doubt if there are even five 
members in the entire state of Michigan* The inquiry does 
create Interest in some people contacted, who might have 
Anti-Semitic tendencies, and thus, is counterproductive* 

In any event, the Nazi movement is similar to the present 

^_ conditions to which we are opposed* Racial laws, good or 

bad, emanating from Federal government are too reminiscent 
^^o£__the Race Code of the Third Retch. Centralized power 

In America was guarded zealously against by our forefathers 
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7. NAZI PARTY - (continued) until social 'liberals decided to solve everyone© 

problems at federal levels, Indeed, the object of the race 
legislation may ultimately become the victim of the same 
vehicle If less well Intentloned parties ever hold the reins 
of legislative and executive power, 

i You are defeating your own purpose by questions about this 
minute group* Your agents serve to spread Interest rather 
than obtain information about it in this state. 

8. COMMUNIST ACTIVITIES - Seldom are we ever able to convince some of the FBI 

| contacts that we have information worth passing along on the 

] activities of the CP, 5WP, Progressive Labor or similar groups. 

I We are led to believe at times, that the attention paid to our 
legal activities detracts from the Bureau's ability to spend 
time on the true subverters of this country's traditions and 
security, 

. Be that as it may, recently FBI agents have splread stories 
of Communist Influence in the organization. I have been also 
charged with being a card carrying member of the CP since 
ay youth. In the same vein. I was described as being a veteran 
of the Free French Forces IFAFL) In such a manner as to 
indicate a connection between the two. Even the late General 
de Gaulle must turn over in his grave at such implied 
relationship. While I do admit to having been with the FAFL, 
and also the RAF(VR), as well as the U.S.Navy during the 
WWII, and while the USSR was an ally at that time. It hardly 
serves the need for FBI intelligence on the Klan to tie the 
services and allies all together into one knot. 

If the leadership of the Klan in Michigan were in the service 
of the Soviet or SIno-Cuban K3B, then the programs fostered 
and promulgated under my leadership in Michigan would be 
in the area of violence, disruption of a civil nature as well 
incitement to racial conflict. Whereas to the contrary, which 
even the most prejudiced of your agents must have reported, 
the trend and the flavour of the Klan activities has been 
towards non-violence, towards utilization of clvllk rights by 
whites as tools, and for racial options In a truly open 
society. 

The attempted provocation and heavy handed agltatlve work 
of the contacts reported must be viewed as regrettable and 
rather clumsy. Rather than to create a climate in which the 
Klan can operate within the law, and possibly even contribute 
a modicum of understanding to the other side of the race 
issues and problem, this approach offers a wide open door for 
new leadership. Such leadership, which you will so richly 
deserve, will utilize the FBI as an excuse for depasture into 
fields of activity which will only complicate the problems 
of race already facing this land. 


RIGHT, 


- Since your agents are adept at lecturing suspected, or actual 
JQanspeople in the need to protect the poor Black and his civil 
rights-,-.we feel that this is worth comment. Civil rights do not

Wrongs are not righted by tolerating vengeances this only 
ensures perpetuation of other wrongs* 

When the FBI agent makes his effort at selling the contacted 
on the beauties of Integration, and the bestialities of 
opposing it, it might be more convincing if he could once In 
a while, admit to the Increasing brutalities inflicted upon 
white chlldedn in the schools, and similar growing Instances 
1 of black arrogance, vengeance oriented* If we burned a cross 

i near a_black neighborhood, we could expect the FBI to be up 
in arms, digging all over the place to find the culprits* 
This, even if no one was hurt and no profE'ty damaged* When 
blacks terrorize the halls of the schools, depriving white 
children of their civil right-to safety :ln education, where— 
is the FBI then ? Usually, calling upon some Klansman to 
offer a lecture on brotherhood* 

Integration should be a two way street, if possible at all* 

It should be practiced by those who preach it so much, or 
who are so zealous in enforcing its mandates* Some day take 
a a look at where your FBI agents reside » as we do when we 
are making sure that the contacts really work for the FBI 
and not the CP. I am sure that their residential patterns 
are examples of putting your mortgage payment where your 
| Integrationist beliefs truly are. 

The abeve Is offered free of charge* I recognize the plight of both 
the Justice Department, and its subsidiary in the Bureau of Investigation* 
Finances are hard to find for the average citizen, let alone a harried area 
of governmaaAtSBsh ae year evm* 

The Klan will grow, whether or not the observations are believed, used 
or simply thrown in file 13* It will grow because people who wish to really 
be apart from the black, with no malice nor hatred towards them, will have 
their voice heard. The Klan is a vehicle for that expression* It can be a 
legitimate, useful vehicle for all of society if it eliminate stereotypes 
and past history applicable to only small segments of its past*. It will not 

disappear because it reflects and reacts te something with mest white -- 

Americans, wherther they wish to admit It or not s Identify* 

The Klan could be useful in acting simply as eyes and ears, not paid 
Informers nor Seksots modern style, for the government. It will continue to 
observe and report to a variety of governmental bodies, activities which it 
finds to be subverting our culture and national security. We are trying not 
to be in an adversary position with your Department nor its bureaus. Give it 
a try yourself, and see If It is not worth the Iffort Involved in understanding 
a new look, new programs and possibly, newer and more honest relationships.

ROBERT E.. MILES voluntarily- appeared at the Detroit 
Office of the FBI and furnished the following information: 

MILES advised that he was giving up the Klan 
permanently as the publicity connected with his heading the 
Klan has prevented him from securing gainful employment* He 
advised that the Klan could not provide him with enough 
financial security to meet his or the Klan's expenses in the 
State of Michigan., ■ - : , ‘ ' - * 

MILES advised that the Klan in Michigan has an overall 
membership of 317 with 202 active members as of January 1, 1971. 
MILES advised that this would be reduced as Unit' #1 of Detroit, 
with a membership of about 28, had been banished from Klan■ 
membership for printing and circulating a derogatory letter 
accusing him, MILES, of having belonged to a Soviet youth 
group during his childhood in New York City, having been 
dishonorably discharged from the U. S. Navy, and having been 
fired from his position in an insurance company for embezzling 
funds. ’ 


£ MILES stated the above charges were all unfounded 

k ; and must have come from some connection with the FBI, and that 
xO he went to the State of Alabama in January to have ROBERT SHELTON 


Imperial Wizard of the National United Klans of America, Inc 
furnish him a letter stating that MILES was a member in good 
standing of the UKA.- 


MILES advised that while in Alabama he also traveled 
to Montgomery, 1 Alabama, to meet with leaders of the GEORGE 
WALLACE Political Party, who at this time are not generating 
any political power as far as a national campaign is concerned. 


MILES advised that the Klan in Michigan is not a factor 
in racial activities as most of its members have been exposed 
to the Negro for some time and although they have a strong 
feeling that the blacks are getting everything, have not been 
involved in any racial activities as a unit or organization. 

He stated that any member who got involved had been banished 
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and that some ex-Klansmen under the guise of the Klan have 
distributed pamphlets during the trouble at River Rouge, 
Michigan, High School during the school year of 1969-70. 


MILES stated that under his leadership the Klan 
with its history was publicized and the rallies and cross 
burnings were to inform the citizenry and not used as an 
omen of fear. MILES advised that he has presented the Klan 
history to many groups, including high school and university 
stUdents. 


MILES advised that he is the Imperial Kludd (chaplain) 
of the UKA, but his opinion is that the Klan, as it now stands, 
is slowly deteriorating as the membership and its leaders are 
all too often more interested in alcohol and women than they 
are in Klan principles. He stated that any member that he had 
found to be other than adhering to the principles as set out 
in the Kloran had been banished and that he did not advocate the 
procuring of firearms; however, he knows that most members have 
some type of a weapon. 


DE 157-4705 
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MILES advised that his concern over the FBI - 
investigating the individual Klansman was that the FBI often 
attempted to have the Klansman terminated of his employment 
by furnishing his Klan membership to his employer. 


MILES advised that his membership in the Klan is 
now preventing him from getting employment, but that he will 
have to divorce himself of his identity to provide for his 
family. He stated he is purging himself from Klan membership 
in order to get employment even though he had been elected 
to a new term as Grand Dragon for three years at the state 
meeting held February 14, 1971. MILES advised that he is 
serious about writing a book about the Klan and his experiences 
in conjunction with it.

Thirty FBI cars 
surrounded the truck, where it had 
been "captured" four hundred 
miles north of Detroit The agents 
swooped down on the truck as if it 
was a wagon tram under Indian

The men were seized at ptstol 
point, forced to lay on the side of 
the road manacled, and never 
informed of their Constitutional 
rights or who there captors were 
for three hours Then they were 
driven back to Detroit, during the 
middle of the night and 
surreptitiously lodged in the county 
tail. 

The homes of the abducted 
Hunters were raided, searched, 
and stripped. Doors were 
crowbarred off their hinges, 
Carpeting was slit. A four year 
old son of dne of the victims was 
held in the driveway and 
photographed and questioned by 
FBI agents for half an hour 
despite the tearful protests of his 
pregnant mother inside The

At the outset of the discussion* it was pointed out to Miles thav$re\ 
would in no way discuss the bombing of the school buses in Pontiac, Micbigaji, \ 
as this matter was presently pending before the courts. It i s noted t hat Mile^ \Jj 
has been indicted in connection with these bombings and that had " 

previously been charged, however, the charges against him have been withdrawn. 
Miles indicated that he did not want to discuss the Pontiac situation but he merely 
wanted to mention what was in his letter to Mr. Hoover, namely that he was 
concerned and confused with the "harassing 1 ' of Klan members in Michigan 
by FBI Agents. He indicated that this harassment consisted of surveillances and 
interviews of alleged or suspected Klan members. In substance it was pointed 
out to Miles that based upon the history of the Klan and the responsibilities of the 
FBI that we would continue to interview and surveil suspected Klan members 
when we felt it necessary and that this was in no way harassment but merely our 
men fulfilling their responsibilities as Special Agents of the FBI. Mile^ letter, 
which is attached, indicates that although in the past he has had greafc=raspprt = 
fXr the FBI and Mr. Hoover he feels that the FBI is taking the wrong approach

I in interviewing and survetiling members of the Klan. He indicates in the letter 
that he holds Mr. Hoover as one of the greatest administrators in patriotic 
public service in our history. It is noted that Miles was the founder of the 
Committeeto Abolish the FBI in Michigan, and this was pointed out to him 
following favorable comments which he made concerning the Director.

I in Washington, D. C. on January 13th , however, his purpose and plans were 
unknown. It is known that he is scheduled to appear on a panel discussion 
on TV or the taping of a panel discussion for TV at an unknown station in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on January 15, 1972, and that he also plans to 
speak at Pennsuaken, New Jersey, on January 15, 1972. The possibility 
does, of course, exist that he may comment concerning his visit to FBI 
Headquarters during these appearances. Prior to his departure from FBI 
, Headquarters, he indicated that he was en route to Philadelphia.

State of Michigan 

Dear Sir, 


I. along with most members of the U.K.A., in Michigan, was raised to 
regard your Bureau, its agents and yourself as the first line of 
defense for our God, this country and our people. If motherhood, 
apple pie and our flag were America, then the FBI was a thread that 
was Inextricably Interwoven Into such design. 

When I assumed the task of leading the Klan In 1969, by agreement of 
the Klanspeople who elected me, I went to the then Senior Agent in 
Detroit, Mr, Stoddard, to appraise him of the change in leadership. In 
addition, I tried to outline the legal areas, the legitimate goals 
and the reasons for the Klan programs to come. In bringing the Klan out 
into open view. Into legal political activities, into the areas of 
debate and the forum, it was in order to give open voice to minority 
dissenting theories In a manner designed to be productive of peace in 
the community. It was the belief that dissent, openly discussed, could 
provide steam relief valves that might indeed productively result In 
acceptable options and alternatives to racial tensions. 


Yet, despite the efforts to maintain communications openly and honestly, 
counterproductive harassments of members, supected members, and simple 
curious non-members Increased far beyond what It was during the prior ■ —~ 

period of secrecy. Discussions with agents, which did not betray any J 

organizational secrets, were utilized to stimulate Internal strife and .. 

dissension within the Klan, While such strife may have produced ^ 

benefits to the FBI of an Immediate value, they prduced an ugly and j 

undesired by-product. Where we had been successful in reducing the 
anti-black emphasis, growing resentment of the on-job harassment and * 

neighborhood Investigative contacts traesferred resentments to the FBI, 


In an overly lengthy evaluation of FBI surveillance techniques for the 
year 1971, sent to the Justice Department, efforts were made to point 
out dangers seen from one pointy of view. Citizens attracted to the Klan 
have varied and multi-faceted drives that lead them into such association 
..Most of these drives can be constructively diverted Into support efforts 
'channeled in the direction that the government is headed Itself, 
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Indeed* though mainly lower Income groups* the Klanspeople have an Inbred 
respect for this country* its traditions {of which the FBI had always been 
a living reflection) and any vestige of governmental position,, Whereas 
such respect may seem childish and out of place In the Madison Avenue 
concept of America today* it nonetheless Is an ever-present part of their 
makeup* 

I have found ourselves* our programs 0 turning away and drifting Into water 
that are not of our choslng* We never wanted to be adversaries of the law. 
We never wanted to fight government* We never wanted to believe that our 
race was something to be ashamed of* our religion something to be changed, 
and our land's history something to be apologized for* We never wanted to 
find ourselves on the side of the street that seems to be under constructs 
today o 

-My own case* that of the Pontiac Incldent B apart, I do ask for this - 
reflection on your part* If the intense harassment* pressure - or* whateve: 
description Is suitable* on the Klan In Michigan produced the effects It 
has* Isn’t it possible that field personnel mistakenly* have created an 
overly counterproductive result ? Would not It have served the interests oi 
our conntry better If the Klan has been converted Into an open society* fr« 
of secrecy* to espouse a voluntary option racially* without hatred or ranee 
and subject to public forums of debate ? Isn't it possible that the pressu: 
of field harassment will only strengthen the violence-prone Individuals 
voices* leading to situations and mistakes* not willed by either group ? 
And* If such pressures blur Ideological lines sufficiently* Isn't It quite, 
possible that the resultant force of dissent* underground and beyond the 
pale* will result In dangers to our country at a time when external forces 
in Asia may well threaten the most ? 

I am not an opponent of the FBI by choice* As a citizen who admired the 
Bureau* who holds you as one of the greatest administrators in patriotic* 
public service in our history* I weep inside myself at the dilemna which 
has fallen upon people like myself in the Klan* and other organizations 
who were well intentioned in their efforts to fight the enemies of our 
heritage* our country and our history* If* for myself and others* there is 
ovbiously no read back - then* for the sake of our country and other 
citizens yet untouched* can there not be some new approach that will avoid 
the result that was created in Michigan 7 With yeur wisdom and experience*— 
Is there no way to prevent honest moderates with dissenting views on race 
and change* from being driven Into extremism and ultimate conflict with the 
very government which they sought to uphold in the first place 7 

No matter what the road that lies ahead* I pray to our God that somehow 
America will not perish in a sea of sensualistic* materialism that feeds 
on the destruction and degradation of all races* all religions and all 
national pride* May God q^ant you clarity of vision to corrects chart 
a course in the exceptionally perilous months and years ahead.

On January 15, 1972, at Ivystone Inn, Route .130, 
Pennsauken, New Jersey, at a UKA banquet to obtain funds for 
Reverend ROBERT EDWARD MILES, MILES made the following statements 
during his speech:

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MILES told of his harassment by the FBI ever 
since the Pontiac Bus Bombing. MILES advised the Klansmen 
present that the time for just having meetings and passing out 
literature has passed. He stated that it is now time to get 
out in the streets and fight and to get leadership in the 
organization that will lead. 



MILES was indicted by Federal Grand Jury for charge 
of conspiracy for destruction of 10 Pontdac, Michigan, school 
buses on August 30, 1971,

MILES advised that a newspaper article appearing

I was a story written by the reporter 
isociated with some of the activities of the Klan 
material. MILES advised he knew that the article was 
is published and was agreeable to the reporter and 
him with some information. 


MILES advised that he is attempting to bring the 
activities of the Michigan Klan' out in the open as more of a 
social organization and to fight the evils of drugs in today's 
society. MILES advised that he is not too concerned about She 
Negro getting equal rights or even interracial marriages 
as he feels this ite the individual's desire. He stated he 
feels the New Left is more of a threat to our society 
than the Negro and he is attempting to teach the Klan 
membership in Michigan to exert their energies in this 
direction and to oppose this group. Ha advised that he is 
Operating on his own as he receives no direction from 
ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, UKA, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 

He advised that if the national organization did not approve o 
his policies, he would leave the organization and form his 
own group in the State of Michigan.

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subversive, so he would not publicly release names in 
order to protect the membership. He advised that his farm 
was open to anyone to visit as long as they respect his 
property, and that all activities of the Klan are open to 
any individual to attend as long as they conduct themselves 
in the proper manner. 

MILES advised that guards are maintained at 
their public activities only as a means of screening those 
attending for the purpose of assuring no disrupting 
groups gain admittance. 

• MILES advised that during the past six weeks he has 

had two phone calls at his residence one a male voice 
asked, "Are you the Grand Dragon" and when he replied in the 
affirmative the voice replied, "You were the Grand Dragon" and 
hung up. 


MILES advised that the second caller, also a male, 
made some statement concerning destroying his home. MILES 
advised that he has notified local, state and Federal authorities 
concerning these calls, but inasmuch as police authorities 
on all levels are too busy, he has placed a protective 
guard around his property from 6:00p.m,, to 6:00 a.m. daily. 

He advised that the individuals used on guard duty are 
members of the Klan and friends who volunteer their services. 

MILES advised that no incidents have occurred to 
date, but he has observed "hippie" type individuals drive by 
his home and they seem to slow down and observe the layout. 

He advised that if he has any trouble he believes the 
individuals would come from "hippie" groups located in 
Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor, Michigan. He stated he has noticed ar, 
airplane fly over quite often and the plane seems to be circling 
the. farm and at times comes in quite low, 

MILES advised that the Klan as long as he is the 
leader will not cause any incidents of an illegal nature aid 
will notify law enforcemtn of any incidents that occur 
against it, but in-view of the situation he feels that he must pro 
his family and property from possible attack from subversive 
organizations.

III. INFORMATION RELATIVE TO SUBJECT'S KLAN ACTIVITY 


On January 19, 1970, Imperial Wizard,ROBERT SHELTON, 
was the principal speaker at a UKA rally held at Dearborn 
Youth Center, Dearborn, Michigan. SHELTON spoke on integration, 
the Supreme Court, school situation, the President, United 
Nations, Council of Churches, and his term in the federal prison 
in Texas. 


ROBERT MILES, Grand Dragon, Realm of Michigan, was 
master of ceremonies and in his introductory speech depicted the 
history of the Klan from reconstruction days to present. 

The purpose of the rally was to obtain new membership 
and approximately 525 to 550 individuals were in attendance. 


On April 24, 1970, swearing in ceremony at farm of 
MILES. MILES presided in swearing in 25 new members (20 men ana 
five women) with 27 members being in attendance. 


On May 9, 1970, UKA Dinner Dance held at Sammy's 
Pizzeria and Hall, 8845 West Vernor, Detroit, Michigan, to raise 
funds so that MILES can meet payment on farm. Admission was 
$7.00 per person. 104 individuals in attendance. 
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On May 16, 1970, UKA held rally and cross burning 
near Millington, Michigan* 150 individuals in attendance heard 
MILES speak on behalf of his candidacy for American Independent 
Party (AIP) Secretary of State* MILES spoke on the maintaining 
of "racial integrity" and voiced his opinion against the 
"monstrous Federal Government? arrogant teachers, and two-faced 
politicians". 


On May 30, 1970, Klan memorial picnic was held at farm 
of MILES. Approximately 350 men, women and children attended. 
Farm was guarded by nine armed security guards carrying 
carbines who stopped all cars before permitting entrance to farm, 

MILES in speech advised he would have trained a 60 man 
security force and an inner guard of 60 karate trained men. 


On June 27-28, 1970, MILES attended National Klonvokation 
of UKA at Catawba College, Salisbury, North Carolina, MILES 
was elected to position of Imperial Kludd. 


On July 5, 1970, - Picnic held for UKA at MILES' farm, 
MILES met with state officers present and suggested selling 
protection to local merchants as a means of obtaining operating 
revenue for Klan, 


On July 19, 1970, MILES appeared at a meeting of 
Unit 1, Detroit west side, and advised 13 members present that his 
salary would be $200,00 to $300.00 per month plus expenses and 
that store owners were to be approached to contribute $100,00 
per year for which Klan would provide protection for their business, 
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On August 3, 1970, letter was sent to all units 
, advising that on the second Saturday of each month 
n ceremonies for naturalization of new members at 
"The Dragon's Farm" would be held. 


On August 8, 1970, swearing-in ceremonies of UKA were 
held at MILES* farm at which time 11 men and two women were 
inducted. 


On September 11, 1970, UKA rally and cross burning 
held in Coloma, Michigan. MILES gave a political speech and 
stated 40 crosses would be lit in Michigan prior to the State 
elections to add a psychological appeal to his candidacy. 


On September .19, 1970, UKA rally and cross burning held 
at Dundee, Michigan. 75 individuals were present to hear MILES 
offer a political speech. 


On July 11, 1970, special meeting was held at MILES' 
farm for the purpose of Unit security teams to have target practice 
22 Klansmen were present. 


On October 17, 1970, public UKA rally was held at 
Paradise Hall, 3333 Associates Avenue, Flint, Michigan, with 
approximately 250 individuals in attendance. ROBERT SHELTON wa 
featured speaker giving his usual racial speech and ROBERT MILE 
gave a brief political speech. 
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On October 18, 1970, special UKA meeting held at 
Howell Community Center, Howell, Michigan, to explain "Phase 2“ 
of the UKA movement. 

ROBERT SHELTON spol® and gave same speech he gave on 
October 17, 1970, in Flint, Michigan, with nothing about 
"Phase 2" 

MILES spoke advising that no more guns would be stressed 
and how to handle an interview if contacted by the FBI. 


On November 15, 1970, MILES announced that he was 
resiging as Grand Dragon effective January 1, 1971. 


On November 24, 1970, MILES advised he was resigning 
as Grand Dragon due to lack of interest of Klansmen and not being 
properly compensated for his efforts on behalf of the Klan. 

MILES advocates breaking the Units into four or five man teams 
to become more active or militant in opposition to the "new left". 


MILES is to step down as Grand Dragon but will operate 
the Klan under an alias of "an Italian sounding name". 

On December 20, 1970, MILES attended a'Christmas party 
of Pontiac Unit 5, and advised that he had been offered a 1 : 
position in the Klan at Alabama by ROBERT SHELTON, but refused to 
accept. 


On December 20, 1970, MILES attended afternoon meeting 
of Unit 1, Detroit west side, and advised that this would be the 
last meeting as a unit as he was dividing the unit' into 
squads of five individuals each. Squads to be - 1. Action Squad, 

2. Propaganda Squad, 3. Infiltration Squad, 4. Recruiting Squad.

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On February 14, 1971, election of state officers 
was held in Vassar, Michigan. BOB MILES was elected to position 
of Grand Dragon for three year term. He ran unopposed. 

60 members were present, including 14 women. 


MILES banished all members of Unit 1, Detroit, from 
active membership in UKA, Realm of Michigan, for allegedly 
circulating a letter derogatory to him. Letter stated he was 
a Communist, had been given a Dishonorable Discharge from United 
States Navy and being fired from his insurance job for embezzlement,

On March 27, 1971, MILES was sworn in as Grand Dragon at 
Klan Headquarters. 


On April 17, 1971, MILES was keynote speaker at 
UKA, Inc., Realm of Indiana, State Meeting at Indianapolis, 

Indiana. MILES had been te.lephcnically interviewed before meeting 
by radio stations WIBC, ETFE, and WTLC. 

MILES' speech was on the communist take over of the 
United States and the Negroes obtaining a bloc of Southern states 
to an attendance of approximately 50. 


On June 27, 1971, MILES led the Klan marchers dressed 
in Klan robes in a parade in conjunction with the Oakland 
County Fair at Waterford, Michigan. 62 Klausmen and women

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participated. 



On July 2-4, 1971, Michigan Realm of UKA, Inc., held 
a Kian Kamporee at Kale Odessa, Vassar, Michigan. About 
300 individuals attended with about 150 camping for entire period. 


MILES spoke on the value of all right wing groups pulling 
together for a common cause. ROBERT SHELTON, from Alabama, 
spoke on Sunday July 4, 1971, and gave his usual racial tirade 
for about 1^ hours. 


On July 23-24, 1971, MILES, along with other National 
Klan officers, spoke at State Meeting of Indiana UKA. MILES 
spoke briefly on Communism and the socialist trend in the United 
States. 





On September 12, 1971, MILES advised 60 individuals in 
attendance that the Klan was being "wiped out" by the FBI* MILES 
told those Klansmen served subpoenas to use the Fifth Ammendment. 
Ke stated that legal fees would cost in the neighborhood of 
$60,000.00. This meeting was concealed as a church service with 
MILES as the preacher. Church is the Mountain Church of 
Jesus Christ. 
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On September 12, 1971, UKA meeting at MILES' farm 
was held per MILES to learn which Klansmen had received 
subpoenas and he stated that he- felt the farm was "bugged" so 
there would be no discussion. 
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On August 22, 1971, MILES was the keynote speaker at 
a State Meeting of Indiana UKA at Indianapolis. MILES spoke 
on'Communism and patriotism before 57 Klansmen. 
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On November 28, .1971, at National Klonvokation, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, MILES gave a speech on the arrest of Klansmen in 
Pontiac, Michigan. MILES denied any knowledge of a conspiracy 
and spoke out against the policy of busing. MILES collected 
a total of $159.55 from Klansmen for his legal defense fund* 


On October 17, 1971, UKA church at MILES' farm with 
20 Klansmen in attendance. MILES advised that the r* - al enemy 
is the United States Government and stated that victory cannot’ 
be non-violent. MILES advised he would operate the Michigan 
Klan the way he wants and if this violates by-laws of the 
UKA, then he will change the rules. 
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On November 7, 1971, Michigan state officers meeting 
held at Holiday Inn, Bristol Road, Flint, Michigan, with 21 
officers in attendance. 

MILES talked against ^_ of 

National Action Group Against Busing (NAg), after she rejected 
the UKA. Ho stated the men must be separated from the boys 
as the Klan had too many members running scared. MILES advised 
against any retaliation against LAUINGER. 
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MILES is producing a flag to be sold by Michigan UNA for 
the purpose of obtaining revenue. The flag has a coiled snake 
with the inscription, "Don't Tread on Me". 


On January 8, 1972, dinner at Holiday Inn, 6990 Pendleton 
Pike, Indianapolis, sponsored by Indiana UKA to obtain funds 
for Michigan Klansmen. 


_ _tin January 14*. 197?. .MILES accompanied by Michigan 

Klansmen and one who refused to identify 

himself appeared at fbi Headquarters, Washington D.C. MILES 
indicated he desired to deliver a letter to the Director and 
wished to discuss the FBI's investigation and harassment of 
Klan members in Michigan. 


On January 15, 1972, Hew Jersey UKA held a banquet at 
the Ivvstone Inn, Route 130, Fennsauken, to obtain funds for the 
legal defense of ROBERT MILES of Michigan. MILES was keynote 
speaker and told of his harassment by the FBI ever since the 
Pontiac bus bombings. MILES stated he had gone to FBI Headquarters 
to protest and did so to an Associate Director, a Jew named ROSEN. 
MILES ( adviced that dui'ing week of December 25 - January 5, 1972, a 


BOB MILES, Imperial Kludd, was main speaker, and 
spoke on Communism, patriotism, and the arrest of the Michigan 
Klansmen. MILES stated he had done nothing in Michigan that 
he would not do again. He advised that the enemy is the FBI 
and the Federal Government. 
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trench mortar had been delivered to the front steps of 
the Federal Building in Detroit, with a Christmas card from 
the UKA, MILES stated he did not know who delivered it.

MILES advised on January 10, 1971, that the newsletter 
was mailed to 2,500 - 3,000 individuals in the State of Michigan

* As my term in office now draws to an end, and new leadership is to be 
' chosen, I wish to thank everyone who has worked for their cooperation, 
j I am leaving a position, and have also resigned from the Klan itself at 
all levels of membership. 


I have been able, during my two years of Klan membership, to fulfill 
the tasks allotted to me. There is no one, anywhere in Michigan, that 
has any doubts as to the existence of the Ku Klux movement. There are 
millions of adults and children who have heard the other side of the 
story of the Ku Klux Klan. As charged as Michigan's leader, I have 
carried the word to the citizens of the true history and faith of the 
Klan. [ 


I 


Before you choose a new leader, In order to Spare him some of the 
frustrations and ordeal which I encountered, some words of advice. The 
Klan is basically fraternal, a Brotherhood, Yet, it is one which 
requires total efforts of all -of its members in order to survive the 
attacks of the Federal Government, the race experimenters and its other 
!■' natural enemies. Part time Klansmen and women are worse than none at all 
The burden of the organization cannot rest on a few any longer, as it 
■ has in the past two years. Either accept that fact, or get out. Then, 
at least, the new leadership can realistically assess the strength 
available in a time of emergency. Stop playing games with others, even 
! If you continue to posture and pose for your own self. Lives are at 
'stake, not just memberships. 


Gossip, greed, jealousy and liquor ruined many Klans in the 1920's, 
.These factors are doing a fine job in some areas once again, You do not 
need FBI informers or ADL provocateurs where these factors are present, 
It is as the comic strip character, Pogo, said - "We have met the enemy 
and he is us." The rumor mills of the Klan are among the worst I have 
ever seen. The distrust by one of the other is fed by these rumors. 
Whether you like it or not, when you entered the Klan, you tended to 
leave many of your outside, or Alien friends and world behind. As with 
a hunter rr.d his f •*’} who snowbound in a huntinc cabin, this 
condition of isolation with limited contacts, promotes friction and 
jealousies even among people with no driving inner compulsions. It is a 
condition which you must be aware of and. work incessantly to overcome.

You took oaths to your God because you believed in fishting for the 
perpetuation of your Race. This is the main factor in the Klan creed. 
Perpetuation of one's Race■presumes pride in that Race, Pride comes 
from self-confidence in your ability to perforin. It does not come from 
hatred, nor of putting down your oath-bound Brothers and Sisters. You 
cannot fight a war if you cannot find the true face of the enemy. You 
will never find that face unless you are honest enough to know your own. 
The members who have let ambition pervert their oath, now, with leader¬ 
ship openings at the Klorero available, can wipe that defect out and 
start over again. Some of their petty strivings and bickerings for power 
are amusing but were highly destructive of time and other efforts of the 
State Office. There is no power in the Klan except to instill pride and 
self-confidence in our own people. If you cannot do this, then all else 
is not only a waste of time, but harmful sham and put-on. 

Stop the talk about guns and force, which many of you idly engage in. 

You may kid each other in these bull sessions, and feed the newspaper 
pimps with fuel for alarinistic articles - but that is about all you are 
doing. You have in the Klan one of the greatest weapons of psychological 
warfare. The verv image, the name, has been enough to make newspaper 
headlines, to send liberal do-gooders moaning to the moon. It has even 
caused the politically perverted Federal agencies to lose sight of 
.reality, and go on Michigan snipe hunts to count Klux noses. The danger 
is in the attraction of -new members who do not understand the difference 
between your bull-sessions and a truly, secret, military organization, 

A social club, with fraternal aims and pride - these things you are, A 
political team working to promote freedom of your options in race 
completes the Klan picture. But, stop the garbage, a terroristic and 
.armed force, you are not. The UKA was never intended -to be that. It 
has fought that image, as have I these past two years. Stop the mutual 
propaganda before some outsiders take you too seriously and call your 
hand. Don't forget the Farm last August. Whether you believe that it 
happened or not - I could care less. There is one for whom there never 
has been a doubt as to its reality. There are people and organizations 
■who. will profit if the loose talk and phoney posing continues, Even 
though there is one less for whom the ability for self defense was 
proven, there could be many more ahead. 


That is it. You will get the organization that you deserve in direct 
proportito the honesty which you have yourself. If you are not honest 
with yourself, how can any leaders know where to lead you. or which paths 
to choose on your behalf? It is all up to you, It cannot be a parttime 
effort on anyone's part in this type of organization. The results are 
too serious for that type of approach,

gressive subversion of American institutions and defacement of Western 
civilization. 

Since 1954, he unceasingly sought to promote and robtain an 
effective cooperation between ail genuinely American patriotic groups 
urging that doctrinaire differences be subordinated to essential pur¬ 
poses. HU article, “Conservatism and Reality, 0 in Modem Age (Fall, 
1961) represents the counsel that he consistently gave until he recog¬ 
nized in 1964 (hat irreversible events had made the proposed tactic 
obsolete and had finally made many of the hopes of "conservatives 0 
unattainable. 

He participated in the founding of the John Birch Society and 
was a member of its National Council until July, 1966, when he 
resigned. He had contributed two short books, numerous articles, and 
many searching book reviews to the Society's monthly magazine. 

His booklet, Conspiracy or Degeneracy, containing the text of a 
famous speech given in Boston on 2 July, 1966, and copious 
documentary and elucidatory notes, was published by Power Products, 
Nedrow, New York, in 1967, and reeieved the Award of Merit of the 
American Academy of Public Affairs. 

After publicly severing his connections with the John Birch 
Society, Dr. Oliver remained a member (the only civilian) of the Board 
of Americans for National Security, and a director of the venerable 
Congress cf Freedom, but was unwilling to tend his name to my other 
organization. He also refused to .contribute to “conservative" period¬ 
icals published in the United States, believing that the public was not 
yet ready to face unpleasant realities or to surrender hopes and dreams 
that had become unattainable within the predictable future. 

We believe that the present article, in which he estimates the 
potentiality of the newly formed National Youth Alliance in the 
context of present realities, is, therefore, of exceptional interest. 


Dr. Revdo Pendleton Oliver, Professor of (he Classics at the 
University of Illinois, h u scholar of international distinction who has 
written in four languages scholarly articles published in twelve learned 
periodicals of the United States and Europe. His first book, a critical 
and copiously annotated translation from the Sanskrit, was published 
in 1938, 

During World V/a s il. Dr, Oliver was Director of Research,in a 
highly secret agency of the War Department, and was cited for out¬ 
standing service to bis country. 

As early as 1934, in articles in Nation's Easiness, he accurately 
forecast that economic servitude that was gradually imposed on the 
American people during the next decide by the masters of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, He is one of the very few college professors who have 
dared consistently und \igorousty to oppose and denounce the pro¬ 


and government; from the names and crimes of Communist 
agents to hints about the mysterious power of the Inter* 
national Conspiracy. And the solution? Awaken the American 
people; show them their danger! Defend Christianity! De¬ 
fend the Constitution! 

That was the appeal in 1920 (when the Lusk Committee 
released its famous hearings) and that is the appeal today. 
Of course, atrocities and treason have multiplied enormously 
during the past fifty years, but all that we now have is a vastly 
greater quantity of the kind of information that was available 
and should have been conclusive in 1920, The tactics that 
failed then and failed every year since then are the tactics 
that arc being used today. The most desperate exertions of 
devoted men and women (some of whom like the eloquent 
leader of the 1930's, Major Pease, and his wife, spent their 
whole fortunes in the effort and died in poverty) never suc¬ 
ceeded in halting evenAor a moment the enemy's relentless 
adva n ce that advance, so that now in 1969 

wWfe S?tne^©tnta/ which we would otherwise have been in 
or 1950. But mat point is the end of the road. The net 
result is total failure, 


FOR HALF A CENTURY, generation after generation, large 
numbers of Americans have worked hard and sometimes des¬ 
perately to avert the subversion and capture of their nation. 
And they have failed - utterly. 

Since 1920, they have formed at least ten thousand “Con¬ 
servative” and "Anti-Communist 11 organizations, large and 
small, that, like the flowers of spring, have bloomed for a sea¬ 
son, faded away, and been forgotten. Even well-informed 
Americans today might find it difficult to identify precisely 
even the greatest of these: the once large and imposing Ameri¬ 
can Defense Society, th6 International Legion Against Com¬ 
munism, which once had branches in London and Paris, or 
Colonel Hadley's Paul Reveres, which once had many chapters 
in eveiy state from Maine to California. 

Each organization had its idiosyncrasies, and many spent 
much of their cf fori in squabbling with one another, buf all of 
them, large and small, genuine and fraudulent, have used the 
same basic formula. Read R. M. Whitney's Reds in America, 
published in 1924, and you will find it all there, from “athe¬ 
istic Communism' 1 Uj Bolshevik butcheries; from subversion 
in public schools and churches to treason in the armed 
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It would"take several volumes to analyze that failure. It 
will suffjce^io note that, first, in war and in politics defensive 
tactfc^ff/wjyj fail against a determined and persistent enemy. 
(If you think ihere arc exceptions, over,) Second, 

even honest and intelligent ann-CommSKt leaders rightly or 
wrongly thought it necessary to indulge their followers in the 
illusions of Nineteenth-Century semimentality, and to affirm a 
belief in the very fictions by which the enemy deluded the 
ignorant and gullible. 

The World Has Changed - And So Have We 

The tactics of 1920 are now an anachronistic absurdity. 

In 1920, the majority of adult Americans believed in Christ¬ 
ianity, and so did almost ail of the priests and ministers. To¬ 
day, all but comparatively few “traditionalist' 1 Catholic and 
“fundamentalist" Protestant churches are occupied by pulpit- 
pinks and pulpit-punks who deny the divinity of Christ, spout 
poisonous rant about “social justice, 11 and with increasing fre¬ 
quency have hysterical fits in which they rush out into the 
streets to incite rape and murder. And so few Christians re« 
main in the Sunday-morning clubs that the little shysters al¬ 
most never receive an effective rebuke. Today, Christianity 
has become the faith of a small minority, and it is simply dis¬ 
honest to pretend otherwise. 

In 3 920, the ^American Constitution had already been 
undermined by the aliens who wheedled gullible Americans 
into such booby-traps as the White Slave Act (originally called 
“Income Tax") and the “Federal Reserve” swindle, and it had 
been even more seriously impaired by the hypocritical pre¬ 
tense that it was somehow compatible with “democracy" 
and with tyranny exercized by do-gooders. But it still re¬ 
tained considerable prestige, and, what was more important, 
the political system was still one under which the harm that 
had been done could possibly be undone and repaired. Today, 
although the word “Constitution" is regularly uttered with a 
sneer by the Warren Gang whenever it publishes an edict from 
our international masters, the American Constitution was ef¬ 
fectively abolished years ago. Today, it is dead and gone, and 
no amount of wailing and gnashing of teeth will alter that 
fact* The proof of its death is that it is no longer possible to 
restore the Constitution by Constitutional means. 

Most important of ail, in 1920, Americans, although they 
had been seduced into drunken follies by fat-headed do-gooders 
and hired traitors, still had manhood and self-respect, and they 
had dearly before them the great monuments of our uniquely 
noble and uniquely powerful civilization, which had been cre¬ 
ated, and could be preserved, only by the race, called Indo- 
European or Aryan, that has always been numerically a tiny 
minority among the world's teeming populations* Today, our 
culture has been so covered with alien slime that crude daubs, 
scarcely worthy of a schizophrenic child, pass for art; the rau¬ 
cous noises of savages pass for music; the filthy maundering* of 
an Oriental degenerate pass for “mental health"; and grown men 
and women, who presumably no longer believe in Santo Claus 
and Cinderella, listen seriously to fairy tales about “World 
Fcacc" and “United Nations*" And our manhood and self- 
respect have been so completely leached away that, to name 
bui one instance, the American people, like a herd of mindless 
sheep, watched stolidly while their enemies in Washington set 
up ilic Puebla for capture; while a naval vessel flying the 
American Hag was captured by a little band of mangy Oriental 
pirates; while American sailors and officers* who had been 
tricked into enlistment by the pretense that they were to fight 
for the United States, were kicked, starved, and tortured 
month after month for almost a year; while scabrous aliens 
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the pirates and begged them to deign to accept a cash reward' 
jind a lying confession of American guilt* 4 

A people that that is not a nation of men* Iris a 

herd that has lost e*^phe instinct of self-preservation. 

What is left? Only the biological fact of race, the yet dis^ 
cemible vestiges of our culture, and the yet fresh memories of 
what wc were not long ago* Those are all that we have left 
from which to create, if we can, a new nation to replace what 
we lost* 

It is, I know, sad and painful that we have lost so much that 
we cherished and loved. But we cannot undo the past by wish¬ 
ing or pretending. 1 loved my father, but I cannot call him 
back to life, and if l were to pretend that he is not dead, I 
should merely prove myself a coward and a fool, unworthy 
of his memory and his name* 

What is left to us here under the vast and lonely skies of a 
continent that our forefathers wrested from the aborigines and, 
with blood and sweat, made into a mighty nation? We are 
not yet extinct* We can still reasonably hope that we will 
leave descendants worthy of our ancestors* 

We hear much these days about “unrest on the campus" 
and “the revolt of youth*" Let us be sure that we under¬ 
stand what Is happening. 

One can scarcely visit the campus of a college or high school 
these days without seeing and smelling the bands of unkempt 
young derelicts dial slouch about in the academic slums until 
they are graduated to the “hippie'’ colonies in San Francisco 
and other cities, They should excite no astonishment* They 
are precisely what our schools have been working to produce 
ever since John Dewey and his gang perfected their method 
of milking the taxpayers while sabotaging the minds and the 
moral instincts of children. What is remarkable is that there 
are still so many members of that generation who have not 
lost their self-respect. 

Many of the “hippies," of course, arc merely degenerates 
or weaklings, part of the refuse that organized societies in¬ 
variably produce and must sweep from their streets, if life Is 
to go on. But, as our better journalists have reported, there 
arc some who have, not without reason, despairingly rejected 
die society that has been produced by the rape of our culture 
and the imposition of an alien morality - a bustling society of 
hollow men, with only emptiness where their souls should be* 

Consider, for example, the ydtmg derelict who says that he 
reached the breaking point when he took a good look at his 
father, a 550,000-a-year “executive," who spent his days gulp¬ 
ing tranquillizers and Martinis in his office, and his weekends 
in wife-swapping orgies with his fellow “executives," trying 
desperately to convince himself that he was really alive. In 
another youngster, something snapped when he saw his appar¬ 
ently wealthy father, who postured as the “big man" of the 
town, cringing before local aliens. Consider the others who, 
after different experiences, rejected a society that offered them 
no faith, no dignity, no hope. There must have been an innate 
decency in those young men that made them say, “To Hell 
with it," and, with a romantic gesture of seif-destruction, head 
for the “hippie" colonics and the oblivion of consummated 
degradation* It is 3 pity that such young men were lost to 
themselves - and to us. 

Where Brainwashing Failed 

What wc have left in our schools is a large number of in¬ 
nately decent and intelligent young Americans who could be¬ 
come the elite of a future that is yet possible* They make no 
melodramatic gestures; they have thus far watched in silence 
and uncertainty. But they are inwardly the most discontented 



They watch in scorn when bands of young rabble, pepped 
up with ltiarijusng and “Liberal’* jargon, rush out to screech 
atfoiA ihe j “ivar in Vietnam 1 ’ and ih^|vtui possibility that 
some sweet little Asiatics may be hi^J- with never a word, 
of course, about the American soldiers who die in that trap* 
Those "demahsirafioFts" arc too obviously staged to create 
the impression that the Communists are not delighted with 
their operation in Vietnam* 

But make no mistake, The real resentment and anger is not 
in the little mdb of gesticulating ranters; it is in the hearts of 
The sober 1 siudents who walk away in silent scorn. They have 
seen their friends drafted, and know they wilt themselves soon 
be drafted and shipped to the other side of the globe, not to 
fight for their country, but to die in infested jungles merely to 
provide a gang of thieves ana internationalists with a flimsy 
pretext that they are “fighting Communism 11 by making Amer¬ 
ican taxpayers finance and equip the hordes that are killing 
their sons* That is an obscene spectacle that no clear¬ 
sighted young mail can behold without bitterness in his soul* 

That is one - but only one - of the causes of the deep re¬ 
sentment that lies almost unnoticed beneath the froth of what 
the press likes to call "ferment, 1 * Among the herds that 
roam over every campus you will still find a fairly large num¬ 
ber of students, intelligent young men and women, who, odd 
as it is coming to seem, came to college to learn, not to demon¬ 
strate and copulate. Many of them arc puzzled, and some are 
bewildered; they ?jc sure of only one thing; they are sick of 
the whole mess* 

They, for example, find themselves trying to learn in 
college what any intelligent child can learn in the sixth grade, 
but which American children arc prevented from learning 
by glib "educators” who are trying to create “equality* 11 
In their home towns they have seen at work the do-gooders 
who snivel about the “underprivileged” and then gleefully 
grab young children by the nape of the neck and rub their 
faces in filth - to create “equality*” And here in college, in 
many a required course, they must hear and recite once more, 
as they have had to do every year since kindergarten! the 
dreary drivel about “democracy,” “social good,” “under¬ 
developed nations,” “one world,” and all the other myths of 
“Liberal” Make Believe, and they see that the purpose is to 
excite in them a feeling of guilt because they belong to the 
only race that could attain power over the forces of nature — 
guilt because their ancestors 1 intelligence and courage raised 
them above the squalor of universal “equality,” They parrot, 
as they must, the professor’s gabble, but what they feel is not 
guilt, but anger. And they are sick of “equality." 

To enumerate all the causes that, tn varying degrees for 
each individual, excite their disgust and resentment would be 
to compile an inventory of all the shibboleths and hypocrisies 
of contemporary society. Their resentment has been accu¬ 
mulating for a long time, but they repressed it until the 
“educators” exposed themselves by inciting riots and crime 
on the campus. 

Not long ago, university presidents were still rather im¬ 
posing figures as they recited with rotund imetion the phrases 
about “challenging opportunity fo'serve mankind” and “meet¬ 
ing the needs of *1 changing world” that had been strung to¬ 
gether by their speech-writers. But the spectacle of a little 
twerp cowering before a motley gang of punks or savages that 
he himself brought to the campus and subsidized with other 
people's money! is one that c:r>not be forgotten. 

Supposedly, of course, most of the “educators" were taken 
by surprise. 

_To be sure the Emsirkni nTRraiideis Umvprdtv fV Morris 1 


B. Abram, proudly assured the “Academy of Religion and 
Mental Health” thafrtfhc rioters, presumably including'the 
vermin that occupi^^ws own building for ten days, are en¬ 
gaged in “a genuine^Bolutkm" to become “true citizens of 
the world without boundaries” because “they have absorbed 
well the ideals WE taught them. “ But, so far as the press has 
reported, Dr* Abram is the only “educator” to brag that he 
and his kind contrived the epidemic by subtly and skillfully 
injecting the “ideal” germs of anarchy and destruction* 

The Twilight of the Wizards 

The wizards that preside over other institutions recently 
disrupted by outbreaks of world citizenship and equality have 
thus far emitted only squeaks that seem to mean that they 
were surprised by the riots - that they had not planned it 
Uiat way - that they never suspected that savages aren't gentle¬ 
men - that they had not known what they were doing when 
they imported them* It is only courtesy to believe those ex¬ 
cuses. But it follow^ of course, that the pompous mannikins 
are too ignorant and stupid to be entrusted with an academic 
responsibility greater than that of mopping the floors* Indeed, 
since in most institutions the janitors would never have done 
anything so silly, and in some the janitors even protested the 
big brain’s imposition of “brotherhood," one wonders, on 
second thoughts, whether Prexy, Ph.D,, LL.D., etc., could 
safely be entrusted with a broom* 

What is significant is what was done in a few institutions 
by young Americans - and when I use that word, I mean 
young Americans, descendants and heirs of the creators of the 
Western world; I do not mean all featherless bipeds that, “re¬ 
gardless of race, color, or creed,” happen to be on our soil at 
the present time. In some universities, after Prexy, Ph*D., 
LUD*. etc,, excluded from his own building by creatures he 
had hired to come to the university as “students,” had 
groveled and “negotiated” for days, young Americans, losing 
patience with the deflated old wind-bag, simply went into 
the budding and hauled out the animated garbage* 

Those young Americans are our la£t hope of survival* They 
deserve what support we can give them. With luck and fore¬ 
sight, they may recover the country wc lost. 

We are told that “youth" is idealistic. That is true, if the 
statement means that our young men and women have inher¬ 
ited the quality, peculiar to our race, that finds expression in 
our great sagas of Beowulf, King Arthur, Roland, Parsifal, 
and Siegfried* It is false, if by “ideals” you mean the White 
Queen’s cultivated ability to believe at least six impossible 
things before breakfast, and the “Liberal” notion that you can 
make big magic by chanting lies about the real world. 

Young Americans have the courage and the will to fight 
and, if need be, to sacrifice themselves for what they instinct¬ 
ively feel is great and noble. They are the last force to which 
we can appeal. 

We cannot inspire them by rehashing for the ten-thousandth 
time Whitney’s Feds in America * They know, as our aging 
“anti-Communists" seem not to know, that the world of 1924 
is gone with,the wind - and, whether you like it or not, they 
feel no nostalgia for it* We cannot attract them with sermons 
about the beauties of a Constitution which, after all, was in¬ 
adequate to prevent the present* They know that no docu¬ 
ment can make a nation out of a herd of equals; they sense 
that nations can exist only by the cohesion of a common will 
manifested in authority and discipline* We cannot charm them 
with platitudes about “mankind’s upward reach for a better 
wor'd.” They know that “mankind" is an assortment of dis¬ 
parate peoples who must compete for space on an over- 
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s what it always has been and always will be; the real world 
n which tht' weak go under and the strong survive* 

That'is r, &1ty* there was for so tong ^fcffnrt to Foster an 
imerican youth movement* Jt was no^Jat was wanted by 
die good-hearted and white-haired patriots who* in their ever 
Jimicishing cortcfoves*’orated to one another in the hope that 
tome miracle might yet waft them back to 1924 or, better yet, 
he spring of 1914, It was dreaded by the master salesmen in 
he “anti-Communist” business, who know what nice mixture 
>f fact and shibboleth opens pocketbooks, and who naturally 
neaa good business every step of the way - to the end. 

At Last the Bugle Sounds 

The first real effort, so far as 1 know, to bring together 
he altered and %Ient elite of American youth is now being 
nade by the National Youth Alliance, under the leadership of 
At* Louis T. Byers, a young man of undoubted integrity and 
:nie devo^on, matured by extensive experience in “conserva- 
ive” ajid “anti-Commimist” circles. This could be the turning 
>oirtt for which we have so long hoped. 

The principle of uniop and the textbook of the new organi* 
a lion is Francis Parker Yockey’s brilliant and long-suppressed 
look*. imperium , i philosophy of history that was virtually 
in known until it was republished a few years ago. It has now 
>een reprinted in a popular edition that sells for $2.50 (two 
opics for $4.00} — primarily for the instruction and use of 
nembers of the new Alliance. 

I have twice before criticized Imperium as a philosophic 
ynthesis of the lessons of history, pointing out, inter alia, 
hat its major thesis was confirmed and corroborated by the 
ntirely independent work of Lawrence R, Brown, The Might 
the West, and by the antecedent work of the great Oswald 
pengter, 77?c Hour of Decision. 

The essential point here is that Imperium r and through it 
ie National Youth Alliance, for the first time tells the elite of 
ourig Americans what they have so long and doubtfully 
mailed to hear. It does not tell them about the economic ad- 
antages of “free enterprise/' to be reaped by helping some 
orporation sell more Coca-Cola or hair oil or paint-remover, 
id it does not dilate on the blessings of freedom to buy a 
lortgage m the suburbs, nm faster in the rat-race, and raise 
lildrea to be taught that Paradise is a place where hominoids 
ith full bellies live in perpetual rut. It speaks to them of 
onor t . loyalty* race, and Western man’s will to conquer or 
ie„ It summons them, not to meetings of a La dies' Mission- 
y Society, but to a struggle against great odds* It warns 
icm* not that hdy-like conservatives must be careful to 
ove Everybody, but that the treason of the slimy Ganclon 
rn be defeated only if the Men of the West are stilt willing to 
c in the pass at Roncesvalles* 

This, is a bugle call that cannot fail to rouse what Jung 
lis cur “racial psyche/ 1 and it would be sheer impertinence 
n you or me to try to add footnotes. But, in sober fact, 
is last effort of the West faces fearful odds. 

Young .America 

The young, it is true, have a freedom of action that is 
rued to their parents, who, after all, must live to make the 


next payment on the mortgage and on the “income tax/* buL 
the young in the school will nevertheless face the subtle afrd 
devious hostility of th^^ole Establishment. The “educatofV’ ' 
will try to trap them u^n endless net of ambiguous rules and 
pettifogging regulations. Great idealists, who beam benignly 
when young Americans are beaten or knifed on the campus, 
will turn purple with rage at the slightest slight to the fauna of 
their academic jungles. And, of course, the pet curs of the 
press will bark “Fasheest/’ “Natsee/ 1 and “Aunteye-Seemee* 
tic/* the three sounds that should infallibly make well-condi¬ 
tioned Americans dive under the bed faster than frightened 
cats. And, equally of course, members of the National Youth 
Alliance will suddenly be surrounded by “responsible con¬ 
servatives/* recently retired from the CXA. or A.D.L., eager 
to point out the virtues and profit of “moderation 11 and “dem¬ 
ocratic procedures," with a bonus of whatever sexual bait 
seems most likely to hook the fish. Lastly, young Americans 
are uncertain what they should do to attain what they in¬ 
stinctively want; they are made hesitant by their own de¬ 
ficiencies. They have been passed through our public brain¬ 
washing machine, and they know that they have received, not 
a liberal education, but an “education" by “Liberals/* They 
have since the first grade been sloshed about m the standard 
detergent: one ounce of fact dissolved in a gallon of hogwash. 
They have so much to unlearn! 

The Prospect 

I do not venture to predict the future of the National 
Youth Alliance. It has great potentiality, but it will therefore 
be the target of open and stealthy assaults delivered with a 
fury and cunning surpassing ail that we have seen thus far. 
And the time in which any action will still be possible is 
perilously short. 1 merely say that American youth is our 
last hope* and that at long last an effort is being made to rally 
it. The most that one can affirm is that the youth movement, 
with adequate support and guidance* has a chance of success. 

If we choose to support it, let us not deceive ourselves. 

If this movement is not somehow frustrated at its very incep¬ 
tion, if it ever gets under way, it will move forward with the 
gathering momentum of an avalanche. All that we can now 
foresee is the general direction in which the avalanche will 
move; that can be inferred from the pages of Imperium l That* 
as I pointed out years ago* may startle or even dismay con¬ 
servatives of the older generations. 

I wonder, however, whether the older generation has a right 
to tell young Americans how far they should go. The fight 
will be theirs. We may help them with our money and advise 
them; we may try to give them the advantage of what know¬ 
ledge we have gleaned from history and our own experience. 
But let us remember that although you and l may personally 
have done all that we could - E hope we did - we nevertheless 
belong to a generation that was too inept and too fatuous to 
keep what it had. Let us not try to impose the sentimentality 
and squeamishness that was fatal to us on our successors. The 
future* if there is one, is theirs.

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SUCCINCT SUMMARY 

Subject is the former Grand Dragon of the 
Michigan Realm of the United Klans of America. He is 
also a former national officer of the UKA, Since his 
resignation from the Klan, he has been involved in 
efforts to initiate an extremist Right Wing, umbrella- 
type organization known as Unity Now. 

Subject was arrested on 9/9/71, on a warrant 
charging him and five other members of the Michigan United 
Klans of America with conspiracy - P.E. CRA 1964, in the 
destruction of ten Pontiac, Michigan, school buses. 

MILES was convicted in Federal Court, Eastern District of 
Michigan, and is presently awaiting sentencing. MILES is 
not engaged in any activity either past or present to suggest 
that he would engage in activity to overthrow the U. S. 
Government. 

In view of the fact that subject has never 
advocated the overthrow of the U.S. Government,it is 
recommended he be removed from ADEX. 

ADDENDUM By Intelligence Division , RME:gm 8/7/73 

Since subject’s activities have not indicated 
he is a present danger to national security, he is 
being deleted from ADEX. However, youvshouid continue 
to afford intensified coverage of subject’s activities 
and handle in accordance with instructions relating to 
Key Extremists.

A jury trial was waa^d for two main, reasons. 0^ was that the Federal 
Court in Detroit has a ^bit of packing their ■ juri<^with negroes and sick 
self-hating White liberals. The second reason was that Jew Judge Gubow 
couldn't claim that the Pontiac 5 had a fair trial by being convicted by a 
jury. The Federal system of injustice was exposed once again for the frauds 
and false testimonies, twisting of laws, and'the Watergate-style system of 
buggings and paid informers used to railroad honest patriots. Judge Gubow, 
who not only is a Jew but a militant Zionist, has participated in several 
demonstrations and marches in Detroit and has had a long record of anti- 
White activities. Despite Gubow*s lack of qualifications to be a federal 
judge, he was appointed to his post by President Lyndon (bird-brain) John¬ 
son in 1967. Defense attorney James E. 'Wells has indicated that the Pontiac 
5 plans to aopeal, which could cost over $2,000, 

The trial, in a sense, was a victory for the Movement because it ex¬ 



posed for all to see the informer sys¬ 
tem and Wat erg ate-style buggings that 
police agencies, particularly the FBI 
and the CIA, use against "dissidents". 
This editor can personally relate ex¬ 
periences of being followed by agents 
on visits to Pastor Miles. 

The main witness for the prosecu¬ 
tion was Jerome Lauinger, a Howell, Mi¬ 
chigan fireman, who testified that he 
was a paid informer and had infiltrated 
the KKK three years ago. Rat-fink Lau¬ 
inger , who was paid at most around 
$18,00 a month,’claimed that he had sat 
in on planning sessions where the bomb¬ 
ings were discussed in detail, and that 
all information was relaid t’o the FBI. 
Now we ask this question. If the FBI 
knew in advance the timej date, and me¬

This glaring 
contradiction is explained when we re¬ 
alise that several defense witnesses,_ 

including Lauinger*s youngSi^'Brother 
William, testified that that he was a 
known pathological liar.

Other related facts about the informer system that came out of the 


trial will probably come as a surprise to many. Two paid informers, Ken 
Petty and Grace Golra, were sent to spy not only on the Klan, but also on 
the now defunct Center line-NY A (working as organizers in this group) as 
well as other patriots. There is also the possibility of blackmail on the 
part of the FBI, as those who knew these individuals can guess why. Grace 
Golm, for instance, was paid $50,00 to attend a Nazi Party congress in Ar¬ 
lington, Virginia, two years ago.

Several police agencies rely uoon the informer system and so does oho 
private agency that has an extensive spy network. These agencies compete 
with one another, with the result that one informer often spies upon ano¬ 
ther. The more effective are the FBI, the Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
Division of the Internal Revenue Service, and various state police. Tins 
most powerful of any group, though, is the Anti-Defamation League of Snai 
Brith", a Jewish spy organization that fronts as an educational group os¬ 
tensibly "fighting anti-seniitism". Sometimes informers act as double-age nos 
and these run the greatest risk of death. Pastor Miles pointed out that 
there are two main characteristics of agents. Agents are usually back-bi- 
ters and often seek to bring- disunity and infighting by their actions- 
They are often fatalistic, and often t^lk of bombings and assasinat ions and 
try to induce others to join in "on the fun". You know, the Marxist-liberal 
establishment constantly talks about how bad the informer and spy systems 
were in Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy, but in view of the above facts, 
that's like to not calling the kettle black. 

Two items related to this editor over a year ago were that two weeks 
prior to the August, 1971, Pontiac bus bombings, several CIA ageits checked 
into Pontiac hotels and that the busses that were bombed were on the verge 
of being junked and weren't planned for use in the court-ordered bussing 
Sqt t-Jiat city's Keep this in mind, for the Pontiac 5 were not convicted of 
bombing the busses’, but for conspiracy, the favorite charge of tyrants. 

The defendents weren't charged for bombing, but with conspiracy on two 
counts; to deprive negro children of their civil rights (it seems White 
children have* none these days) , and to obstruct court-orders. Incidentally 
the Boston Tea Party was also in violation of a tryant's orders. 

In two cases, Pastor Miles was blatantly denied his consitutional 
rights. On the night of Mile's arrest, F3I agents, KGB-style, ignored the 
restrictions in their warrants and literally tore the house apart, even 
going to the extent of tearing holes in the ceiling, rippings" bedsheets off 
beds and confiscating Mile's seven year old : son's horns word paper as "evi¬ 
dence". Despite the fact that Pastor Miles was arrested in 1971, the trial 
didn't come to court until April of this year. The trial ended Kay 10, but 
it took almost half a month before Jew-Judge Gubow delivered his pre-deci- 
ded verdict. 

Appeals are planned, which will cost over s ?2,000. It's obvious from 
the facts presented here that the Pontiac 5 were railroaded into jail 
for a crime that no one know who committed. We of the American White Na¬ 
tionalist Party have decided to do everything we canto aid the Pontiac 5 
and have developed a defense fund for them. Until further notice, half of 
our income will go to Pastor Robert Miles, For further information contact 
the national office at Box 3533, Columbus, Ohio, L3214.

If there is one group in busi¬ 
ness more guilty than the others 
it Is the banking system. On lovrer 
levels there are banks who own 5# 
of the stock in as many as 400 
corporations. They have officers 
and board members on corporations. 
Their reason for this is to in¬ 
crease their loan business. The 
blue collar worker must remember a 
bank is more concerned with big 
loans than small ones. Corporations 
in turn have officers who are board members of banks so that it will be 
easier to obtain loans. Whether the chief stockholders of a bank are Jews 
or Whites makes no differance, it is through their hold on corporations, 
particularly regarding loan policies, that enable them to make corpora¬ 
tions their puppets. 

Another motive for the attitude of management is what amounts to petty 
greed. All businesses have the right to make a profit, it is when these 
profits are excessive that they should be condemned. Excessive profits are 
due to the desire on the part of managers to have $30,000, $100*,000, or 
$400,000 annual salaries. They seek these profits and salaries through high 
cost, high price goods. A chief offender is General Motors, once the sup¬ 
pliers of the Ml6, The basic weapon, a semi-automatic rifle known as the 
Atil? can be purchased for $200. The version sold to the government, with a 
few changes and capable of automatic fire, runs over *>300, While GK's main 
source of income is defense and not automobiles it will be dealt with as 
an auto industry in our prime example.

The Klan first grouped, he said, as the

After the Revolution these "people 
moved away from change, away from 
structured government” and ill is to 
maintain these people and their culture 
that the Klan was first formed, "To 
protect its people” is why it siiD exists, 
S;aid Miles. 

And so long as we appeal to something 
very basic "in the American charisma” 
we will be around a Jong while more, he 
said. 

Activity and membership in the Klan 
has always been highest, pointed out 
Miles, when people have been threatened 
by population pressures and mobility. 

Consequently, said Miles the Klan had 
"I-teamsanees” after the Civil War, the 
last decades of the 19th century, the 
period 15 years before the Depression 
and the period following WW II, - t 

Cross burning and mass white-robed 
rallies began as "fun loving pnjiks", 
according, to Miles, but in ? their 
effectiveness lhe Klan "found They had a 
new weapon,” 

The Klan is a "racist organization,” 
said Miles, it is now time that the phrases 
"Black,is Beautiful" end "White is 
Wonderful” is considered natural in our 
society. 

Miles stressed the need for a 
"community” Lb be “natural” 

"The canary would die” if pushed out 
of his cage, "Forced integration” is an 
attempt to do this, to peopl? and as such 
is "unnatural," he said 

Miles felt that the present Draft laws 
have built-in inequities and that 
conscription should be made universal. 
Although refusing to be inducted was "a 
Question of rendering to God ihe things 
that are God’s arid ru Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s, there are problems 
when you have a Caesar who thinks he’s 
God," said Miles 

The Klan wants restrictions on a 
Federal government which Miles said is 
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becoming a “benevolent dictatorship; 11 
they wont to see “local tax money kept 
within the community". 

“Our organization believes that 
violence is self-defeating’* and, 
according to Miles, ihe Michigan KKK 
has not been connected with a violent 
incident since, 1935, yet “our wives, too, 
are followed to the supermarket bv FBI 
agents." 

But Miles warned of a violent 
revolution coming and added that the 
KKK will "come down out of the 
mountains and-g-tewhat's left*’ after ‘he 
“blood is shed." The Klan does rot want 
want the tyranny of the Right or the Left 
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To the Editor: Hoarding 
your editorial* “Brothers 
under the KKK cap," your 
attempt to link the actions of 
people bound and determined 
to destroy our culture with 
people bound and determined 
to uphold it, is ludicrous* 

How long did you think 
white Americans would stand 
by and watch the destruction 
of their own values without 
taking some action? When 
government refuses to act, is 
incapable of acting or acts 
contrary to the interests of 
the majority of its citizenry 
then why be surprised when 
citizens begin to act? 

The power in government is 
not in its elected or appointed 
officials but in the trust that 
the people have deposited 
with it* When that trust in the 
ability of the government to 
defend the person, property 
and rights of the majority of 
its citizens is lost, then the 
people will act in accordance 
with the law which has pri¬ 
macy over all other laws — 
the law of survival.

This banquet was primarily for the purpose 
of raising funds for the defense of those persons charged in the 
bombing of school bases in Pontiac, Michigan ifpthe fall of 1971* 
The feature speaker at this banquet was RQBERtMILES_, the Imperial 
Kludd of the UKA and the former Grand Dragon or Tne Michigan 
UKA .

The United Klans of America, Inc., 
was chartered in 1961 in Georgia. Its aims 
and purposes are the promotion of Americaniam, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races.

During this private meeting MILES discussed guerrilla 
warfare ana the need for Klansmen to study this type of warfare 
and prepare for such. MILES also advised against any harassment 
of the FBI. According to MILES, most of the FBI agents do not 
want to bother the Klan and are sympathetic to right-wing views. 

However, the F3I agents have a job to do as directed by the heads of 
our government, and the agents, have no choice but to do their job, 

MILES went on to say however that each of the Klan 1 s Unit leaders should 
attempt to get pictures and identifying data on each of the FBI 
agents In their territory so that Klansmen will recognize them on 
sight. 


MILES also cautioned against letting any policemen 
into the Klan even if the policeman is a close friend and insist 
that he is sincere in his desire to be a Klansmen, On the other 
hand, Klansmen should cooperate in every way with the police in 
connection with drugs, left-wing organizations, and black extremist 
groups. 


MILES suggested that each Klan Unit maintain a file on 
all left-wing and black extremist leaders in their area, keeping 
constant watch on such person's activities and whereabouts.

Source advised that Miles had been invited to speak 
by University officials as a representative of the Ku Klux Klan 
Source advised that Miles' appearance was publicized in the 
"South End", a WSU student publication.
